CALL  TO  ORDER:  The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  of  United  Methodist  Women  was  called 
to  order  by  President  Lueburda  Myers  at  7:00  p.m.  February  1 , 2002. 

xMEDITATION:  Rita  Parham  gave  an  inspiring  devotional  with  three  directives:  Pray  First;  Aim  High;  and  Stay 
Focused. 

■TOYS  AND  CONCERNS:  Seola  Callahan  had  hip  replacement  surgery  on  this  date  February  1, 2002  at  Rapides 
Hospital.  Muriel  Miller  brought  a card  for  all  to  sign  to  take  to  her.  President  Lueburda  Myers  asked  for  prayer  for 
her  son  who  had  a stroke  on  November  6,  2001. 

REVIEW  OF  MINUTES:  Janet  Ward  and  Ethel  Lilly  were  appointed  to  review  the  minutes. 

2001  MINUTES/2002  DIRECTORY:  Carolyn  Colvin  presented  the  2002  Conference  Directory  and  Annual  Report. 
They  are  separated  by  District  and  may  be  picked  up  at  the  end  of  the  meeting.  Each  recipient  is  expected  to  pay  $2 
per  book.  Carolyn  asked  any  conections  be  written  and  given  to  her.  Rita  Parham  made  a motion  to  accept  the 
minutes.  Jo  Traweek  seconded  and  the  motion  passed.. 

ROLL  CALL  : Roll  was  called  by  the  secretary.  Prances  Patton. 

CORRESPONDENCE:  President  Lueburda  Myers  shared  information  from  Women’s  Division  about  older  women 
being  leaders:  Forty-five  per  cent  of  United  Methodist  Women  leaders  are  between  60  and  75  years  old.  She 
emphasized  the  importance  of  the  local  unit  and  focusing  on  college  students  to  increase  the  number  of  units. 

REPORTS  FROM  OFFICERS  ATTENDING  LEADERSHIP  TRAINING  EVENT: 

The  Leadership  Training  Event  was  a spiritual  high  for  Luebruda  Myers.  The  fellowship  with  ladies  from  various 
conferences  was  great.  The  mission  exhibits  and  AV  Theater  were  very  creative  and  informative.  Genie  Bank, 
Women’s  Division  President  gave  the  welcome  and  introductions.  Marsha  Base  gave  the  History  of  Women  in 
Mission.  In  officer  training  group,  the  leaders  discussed  the  specifics  of  the  presidential  role  as  leader  of  the 
mission  team.  Luebruda  suggested  that  Women’s  division  make  a formal  request  to  have  the  role  of  United 
Methodist  Women  the  key  mission  arm  of  the  church,  added  to  the  Church  Careers  Curriculum,  since  many  workers 
are  not  members  and  have  no  knowledge  of  the  purpose  of  United  Methodist  Women  or  its  mission  work.  On 
Sunday  morning  there  was  an  Anti-Racism  workshop  and  the  role  of  each  conference  officer  shown.  Joyce  D.  Sohl, 
Deputy  General  Secretary  of  Women’s  Division  gave  the  Sending  Forth  relJecting  on  the  PURPOSE  of  UNITED 
METHODIST  WOMEN  stressing  that  it  must  be  the  basis  for  all  that  we  do. 

Jo  Traweek  had  an  early  flight  and  met  other  United  Methodist  Women  in  Memphis  who  were  wearing  little  green 
ribbons.  She  enjoyed  meeting  Women’s  Division  Officers.  The  training  sessions  were  very  helpful.  It  was  great 
meeting  counter  parts  from  other  states.  She  found  a good  sale  on  books  for  the  Reading  Program 
Cheryl  Milburn  had  a great  learning  experience  about  her  duties  as  a member  of  the  Nominating  Committee:  the 
importance  of  knowing  your  responsibilities  through  the  Handbook,  Constitution  and  Bylaws,  communication,  and 
teamwork.  She  is  thankful  for  the  opportunity  to  receive  the  training  and  is  eager  to  serve  in  this  capacity. 

Donna  Law  enjoyed  the  fellowship  and  training  she  received. 

OFIICER  REPORTS: 

PRESIDENT:  Luebruda  Myers,  along  with  her  presidential  duties  was  the  speaker  for  New  Orleans  District  Annual 
Meeting.  She  attended  the  Board  Meeting  of  Ruston  Children’s  Home;  had  a transition  meeting  with  Past 


President  Elouise  Sanders;  attended  School  Mission  planning  meeting  at  the  Conference  Center;  attended  2002  Annual 
Meeting  planning  at  Pineville  ; and  installed  Shreveport  District  Officers  at  Broadmoor  United  Methodist  Church.  She 
spoke  on  UMW  Sunday  at  St.  Paul  United  Methodist  Church.  She  attended  Shreveport  District  Lay  Ministry  School  and 
spoke  with  Centennary  women  students  on  organizing  a unit.  At  the  Conference  Center  she  attended  the  Conference 
Board  of  Ordained  Ministry  Retreat.  Along  with  numerous  phone  calls,  and  mailings  she  prepared  for  the  Mid-Year 
Executive  Meeting. 

VICE-PRESIDENT:  Kathleen  Conrad  presented  the  many  activities  she  has  done  beginning  October  13, 2001  with 
Officer  Training  at  DELT.  She  had  many  speaking  and  singing  engagements.  List  of  her  activities  is  attached  to  the 
minutes.  Kathleen  called  to  the  group’s  attention  of  two  plans  from  Women’s  Division  that  would  benefit  the  Conference 
and  suggested  the  Conference  take  advantage  of  the  offers;  (1 ) Within  the  quadrennium,  a Conference  representative  of 
United  Methodist  Women,  selected  by  the  Conference  may  attend  one  Women’s  Division  meeting  at  Division  Expense; 
(2)  Once  each  fiscal  year,  a Director  or  staff  of  Women’s  Division  is  made  available  to  the  Conference  at  Division  Expense. 
In  the  goals  adopted  at  Annual  Meeting  September  14-15, 2001,  Goal  5a  stated  that  the  Louisiana  Conference  of  United 
Methodist  Women  would  work  with  the  Women’s  Division  projects  of  Louisiana  (St.  Mark’s  Community  Center, 
MacDonell  United  Methodist  Children’s  Services,  Inc.,  Dulac  Cooperative  Ministry)  and  collect  needed  items  as  outlined 
in  Material  Resource  for  Mission  Catalog  to  be  presented  at  Conference  Annual  Meeting.  There  was  discussion  about 
the  best  way  to  assign  districts  to  the  institutions. 

Motion:  Pat  Cobb  made  a motion  that  Kathleen  Conrad  along  with  the  district  presidents  assign  3 districts  for  each 
institution  to  work  together  to  provide  needed  materials.  Jeanettee  McCalman  seconded  the  motion,  which  was  passed. 
Goal  5b  states  that  toilet  articles  will  be  collected,  packaged  and  distributed  to  institutions  that  serve  indigent  women  and 
children.  These  items  will  be  collected  and  distributed  at  Conference  School  of  Christian  Mission.  Goal  5c  states  that  the 
Louisiana  Conference  of  United  Methodist  Women  will  work  with  the  Church  Women  United  on  their  special  mission 
project  of  Health  Kits  for  incarcerated  women.  The  health  kits  will  be  presented  at  Conference  Annual  Meeting. 
TREASURER:  Jeanette  McCalman  presented  her  report  noting  that  the  conference  pledge  to  mission  was  exceeded  by 
6%  and  of  all  funds  collected  82  % was  sent  to  Women’s  Division.  Jeanette  attended  a seminar  at  Scarritt-Bennett  in  early 
December  and  was  shown  how  to  use  the  Women’s  Division  computer  program  for  keeping  records  and  reporting.  She 
will  be  using  the  program  effective  January  1,  2002.  Jeanette’s  reports  are  attached  to  the  minutes  and  are  in  the  directory. 
Following  Annual  Meeting,  2001,  Jane  Eubanks  asked  Jeanette  to  suggest  that  the  Conference  consider  presenting  a 
Special  Recognition  Pin  to  the  Chairman  on  Local  Arrangements.  There  was  discussion  about  whether  this  was  provided 
for  in  the  Standing  Rules  and  Guidelines. 

Motion:  Rita  Parham  made  a motion  that  a recommendation  be  sent  to  the  committee  on  Standing  Rules  and  Guidelines 
that  a Special  Recognition  Pin  be  presented  to  the  Chairman  on  Local  Arrangements.  Tillie  Shows  seconded  and  the 
motion  carried. 

REGIONAL  SCHOOL:  Brenda  Canty,  Registrar  of  Regional  School,  reported  Regional  School  will  be  June  23-28  at 
Abilene,  Tx.  The  theme  for  the  school  is  God’s  Mission:  Faith  in  Action.  A logo  is  needed  as  well  as  10  small  gifts.  The 
Learning  Center  will  be  taken  from  James:  John  Wesley’s  View  ; Faith  and  Works  according  to  James.  Betty  Carlin  will  do 
a meditation.  Registration  and  Health  forms  need  to  be  sent  in  on  time.

Colvin’s  father  went  back  to  his  home  in  Arkansas  and  has  a registered  nurse  to  stay  with  him  4 days  a week. 
Motion:  Rita  made  the  motion  that  the  minutes  of  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction  be  accepted  and  Pat  Cobb 
seconded.  They  were  approved.

Motion:  Rita  Parham  made  the  motion  that  October  30  to  November  1 , 2003  be  the  first  choice;  November  7-9  be  the 
second  choice  and  October  23-25,  2003  be  the  third  choice.  Kathleen  seconded  the  motion  , which  passed. 
REPORTS:

Study  materials  have  been  mailed  to  District  Vice  Presidents  to  distribute 
to  the  local  units.  The  study  comes  with  a call  to  worship,  prayer,  Bible  reading,  hymns  and  a time  of  witness. 

Sue  Johnson  will  be  the  Mid-year  Retreat  leader.  Betty  Carlin  and  Sandy  DeCelle  will  serve  as  co-chairs. 

Program  Resources:  Shirley  Jacocks  has  had  an  exciting  and  busy  year,  from  DELT  last  year,  positive  experiences  at 
Regional  School,  Conference  School  of  Christian  Mission  and  Annual  Meeting,  selling  many  books  and  managing  the 
Reading  Program.  Her  report  shows  an  increase  in  the  number  of  units  participating,  the  number  of  readers,  and  the 
number  of  books  read  with  totals  this  year  of  88  units  , 561  readers  and  3,401  books  read.  She  reported  two  books  are 
missing  from  the  Conference  Officer  books.  They  are  ‘Actual  Innocence’  and  ‘The  Other  Side  of  Welcome’. 

Social  Action:  Ethel  Lilly  expressed  her  gratitude  for  being  able  to  serve  for  the  past  four  years.  She  has  lead  studies 
and  attended  the  Committee  Meeting  for  Church  and  Society.  She  attended  Regional  School  of  Christian  Mission 
in  Abilene  and  helped  with  the  letter  writing  campaign  for  Restorative  Justice.  She  attended  the  Conference  School  of 
Christian  Mission  and  gave  a book  report  on  “Actual  Innocence”  to  the  Executive  Committee.  Ethel  worked  with 
the  Shreveport  District  Mission  Team  and  she  worked  with  Church  Women  United  on  World  Day  of  Prayer  and  the 
CWU  Fall  Forum. 

Education  and  Interpretation:  Carolyn  Colvin  reported  an  increase  of  9 in  the  number  of  Mission  Today  units  in  the 
Conference;  a total  of  1 1 7 units  attaining  awards  for  a rate  of  43.5%  compared  with  40.75%  for  last  year. 
Membership,  Nurture  and  Outreach:  Jo  Traweek  reported  5 new  units  organized  and  4 reorganized  units  since 
September,  2001.  The  membership  for  the  Conference  shows  a small  decrease  for  2001 , though  only  76.5%  of  units 
reported.

Spiritual  Growth:  Betty  Carlin  found  preparing  for  the  School  of  Christian  Mission  a rewarding  experience  as  the 
Spiritual  Growth  leader,  preparing  a worship  center  and  providing  table  graces. 

She  is  helping  choose  a book  for  the  Reading  Program  for  Spiritual  Growth.  She  discovered  that  two  books  can  have 
the  same  name,  but  different  authors.  As  this  is  her  first  year  as  the  coordinator,  she  will  try  to  carry  out  all  her  duties.

Conrad;  Treasurer,  Jeanette  McCalman;  Spiritual  Growth,  Betty  Carlin;  Coordinator  for  Social  Action,  Jeanne  Green; 
Chairperson,  Committe  on  Nominations,  Stephenae  Carey;  Members  of  Committee  on  Nominations  Class  2007,  Dorothy 
Evans;  LaJanice  Londro;  and  Ruth  Butler. 

Communications:  Brenda  Canty  was  not  able  to  attend  because  of  recent  surgery. 

Jurisdiction:  Sandy  Darby  presented  a new  Mission  Today  brochure  and  reporting  form,  adding  three  items  to  the 
existing  list  of  18,  making  a total  of  21  items  to  choose  from  to  earn  Mission  Today  status. 

Motion:  Jeanne  Green  made  the  motion  to  accept  the  new  brochure  and  report.  Rita  seconded  the  motion  which  the 
committee  passed. 

Standing  Rules  and  Guidelines:  Evelyn  Martin  presented  the  items  which  had  been  approved  by  the  Executive 
Committee  to  be  included  in  the  Standing  Rules  and  Guidelines:  ( 1 ) Under  Expense  Guidelines,  twenty(20)  cents  per 
mile  shall  be  allowed  for  travel  by  car.  and  (2)  Under  Guidelines  for  Honoring  Retiring  Conference  Leaders,  Special 
Recognition  Pins  add  Chairperson  of  Local  Arrangements. 

Motion:  Evelyn  made  the  motion  that  the  Committee  approve  adding  these  items  to  Standing  Rules  and  Guidelines. 
Kathleen  seconded  the  motion  which  passed. 
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Historian:  Janet  Ward  reported  she  has  a good  inventory  of  what  is  in  the  archives  closet  at  the  Conference  Center.

After  a Continental  Breakfast  served  by  UMW  ladies  at  Pineville  First  United  Methodist  Church,  the  meeting  was 
convened  at  8:30  a.m.  in  the  Sanctuary. 

Judy  Gross  led  the  group  in  familiar  songs;  “New  Beginnings”,  “This  is  the  Day”,  “Guide  My  Feet”,  “O  God,  You 
are  my  God”,  “Lean  on  Me”,  “Blessed  Be  the  Name  of  the  Lord”,  “I  sing  Praises  to  Your  Name”,  and  “Glorify  Thy 
Name”. 

President  Lueburda  Myers  opened  the  meeting.  She  recognized  the  College  UMW  unit  from  North  Shore  District 
and  those  present  from  North  Shore  who  helped  organize  the  unit:  Tillie  Shows,  president  of  the  district,  Shirley 
Jacocks  and  Sandy  Darby.
